Asi in previous years, heart ‘disease 
again leads the list of causes of death 
not only in our: District but in the 
United. States, Following closely we 
find apoplexy, cancer, nephritis and - 
iolent and accidental deaths next in. 


“{mportance. The majority of these 


deaths including heart disease, can- 
cer, nephritis and apoplexy. occurred 
in the age group of sixty to eighty- 
five years. It is during his period of 
declining years in one’s life that the 
vital processes tend to diminish in 
power making it necessary for the 
adult to engage in only the mildest 
form of activity.
